KANSAS  CITY,  Kans  (BP)  -  The 
world  is  opening  up  to  the  proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  gospel  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance  general  secretary  Robert  S. 
Denny  declared  in  his  report  to  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  BWA’s  executive 
committee. 

Denny  said  he  returned  from  an  Oc¬ 
tober  trip  to  E^t  (^rmany,  Poland 
and  the  USSR,  where  he  was  allowed  to 
speak  clearly  on  evangelistic  themes 
and  even  to  invite  converts  to  make 
professions  of  faith  in  Jesus  (3irist. 

“Forget  what  you  read  about  the 
necessity  for  underground 
evangelism,”  Denny  said.  “We  now 
have  the  opportunity  for  above  ground 
evangelism  in  Eastern  Europe,”  he 
asserted.  He  also  said  the  All  Union 
Council  of  Evangelical  Christians- 
Baptists  in  the  U^R  has  government 
permission  to  import  25,000  Bibles  and 
5.000  concordances.  'The  BWA,  in 
cooperation  with  the  United  Bible  Soc¬ 
iety  in  Brussels,  is  seeking  contribu¬ 
tions  of  2150,000  to  buy  these  Scrip¬ 
tures.  "There's  no  need  to  smuggle  Bi¬ 
bles  into  Eastern  Europe,”  he  said 
“Our  problem  is  to  find  money  to  pay 
for  those  that  we  have  permission  to 
import." 

Denny  spoke  also  of  the  poasibility  of 
opening  doors  for  the  (tospel  in  main¬ 
land  China,  citing  the  ability  of  Presi¬ 


dent  William  R.  Tolbert  of  Liberia,  a 
former  president  of  BWA,  to  meet  with 
a  congregation  of  Chinese  Christians 
in  Nanking  in  July.  He  noted  that  Bap¬ 
tists  in  Burma,  a  socialist  state,  had 
baptized  6,215  converts  in  a  single  day 
in  December,  1277,  and  cited  a  letter 
from  Arthur  Kinyanjui  of  Kenya,  a 
BWA  vice  president,  reporting  1,275 
conversions  in  a  two-wert  revival  at 
Kigali,  Rwanda,  in  June,  1278. 

BWA  associate  secretary,  C.  Ronald 
Goulding.  director  of  the  Alliance’s  di¬ 


vision  of  evangelism  and  educauon. 
said  that  evangelism  conferences, 
training  both  ministers  and  laymen  in 
evangelism,  have  been  held  in  the  past 
year  in  Europe,  Asia.  Africa,  and 
Latin  America.

ANKARA,  Turkey  (BP)  -  The  Tur¬ 
kish  government  has  announced  that 
James  F.  Leeper,  Southern  Baptist 
missionary  expelled  from  Turkey  in 
September,  will  not  be  allowed  to  re¬ 
turn  to  the  country  to  live. 

J.  D  Hughey,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Mission  Board's  area  secret¬ 
ary  for  Europe,  the  Middle  East  and 
South  Asia,  has  made  another  appeal 
on  Laeper's  behalf  to  the  Turkish  am¬ 


bassador  to  the  United  States.  Hughey 
also  asked  that  Turkey  grant  permis¬ 
sion  for  a  replacefflent  to  serve  as  pas¬ 
tor  of  Galatian  Baptist  Church,  an 
English-language  church  in  Ankara,  if 
Leeper  may  not  return. 

Leeper  was  given  20 days  to  return  to 
Turkey  and  get  his  affairs  in  order.  His 
wife  and  children  had  remained  in 
Turkey  throughout  his  exile  from  the 
coantry  He  went  to  Germany  but  aoon 
after  his  arrival  got  word  of  his 
mother's  death  and  came  to  the  United 
States.  He  has  returned  to  Europe  and 
will  live  there  If  he  cannot  return  to 
Turkey. 

Following  a  brief  impriaonment. 
Leeper  was  asked  to  leave  the  country 
in  late  September  The  only  hint  of 
charges  made  against  him  came  in  Oc¬ 
tober  during  a  meeting  of  Leeper  and 
U.  S.  Baptist  leadership  with  the  Tur¬ 
kish  ambassador  in  Washington.  At 
that  time  general  charges  relating  to 
witnesaing  praetlcea  were  diacloaed. 
but  specifics  have  not  yet  been  an¬ 
nounced 

The  Turkish  ambassador  said  In  the 
October  meeting  that  he  didn’t  know 
details  of  the  case  but  understood 
I-eeper  had  been  charged  with  dlt-

The  incident  took  pl^,  said  Lawr¬ 
ence  Quinonez,  M,  while  he  was  talk- 
ing  with  Bill  Barnett,  who  heads  the 
Mission  Service  Corps  in  Texas.  Bar¬ 
nett  invited  Quinonez  to  accept  Christ, 
and  hedid.  “I  felt  a  warm  glow  all  over 
me,”  said  Quinonez.  “I  came  to  work 
with  a  lot  of  questions,  doubts  and 
fears,  and  I'm  leaving  a  different 
man.” 

Texas  Baptists  adopted  updated 
guidetines  on  church-state  relations, 
opposing  government  restrictions 
"t^  advet^y  affect  the  ability  of  the 
institutions  to  fulfill  their  distinctive 
purposes  as  Christian  institutians.'' 


Illinois 

ALTON.  Ill.  (BP)  -  The  Illinois 
Baptist  State  Association  passed  a  re¬ 
solution  urpng  a  seventh  Southern 
Baptist  seminary  in  the  Chicago  area. 

'The  convention  will  forward  the  re¬ 
solution  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention's  Executive  Committee  in 
Nashville,  which  is  studying  the  feasi- 
bility  of  another  seminary  in  the 
northern  of  the  nation.  Ilie  study 
was  authorized  by  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  at  its  1978  meeting  in 
Atlanta  last  June. 

Messengers  also  adopted,  with  a 
change  of  only  3980.  a  1979  budget  of 
34.797,821.  It  includes  a  state  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  goal  of  32.500.080. 41  per¬ 
cent  of  which  will  goto  worldwide  mis¬ 
sion  causes  through  the  national  SBC 
Cooperative  Program. 

The  only  major  item  of  business  in¬ 
volved  was  a  motion  by  Leslie  M  Huff 
of  Carmi,  III.,  that  a  committee  of 
seven  be  appointed  to  study  the  possi- 
blity  of  a  four-year  Baptist  college  in 
Illinois,  to  be  housed  in  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Springfield. 

Craig  Ridings  of  Rockford.  III.,  suc¬ 
cessfully  moved  to  amend  the  motion 
for  the  study  to  include  the  possibility 
of  Judson  College  in  Elgin.  III.,  provid¬ 
ing  such  services  instead  of  forming  a 
new  school.  Illinois  Southern  Baptists 
contribute  38.200  a  year  to  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  Judson.  an  accredited  four- 
year.  private.  Baptist-related  college 
which  has  no  affiliation  with  any  par- 
timtpr.fiaptist  body . .  . 

Messengers  approved  resolutions 
which  prwiaimed  1979  as  the  “Year  of 
Evangelism.”  called  for  a  simpler 
lifestyle  and  more  sacrificial  giving  to 
world  hunger,  urged  overcoming  of 
prejudice  between  races,  called  for 
more  wholesome  programming  in 
television,  supported  the  SALT  II 
negotiations  with  the  Soviet  Union, 
and  appealed  for  human  rights,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  light  of  persecution  of 
Georgi  Vins  in  Russia. 


Oklahoma 

OKLAHOMA  CITY  (BP)  -  Ok¬ 
lahoma  Baptists  turned  down  estab¬ 
lishment  of  an  Oklahoma  Baptist  Hall 
of  Fame  and  broke  with  tradition  by 
re-electing  their  president  to  a  second 
consecutive  term,  for  the  first  time 
since  1941 

In  other  action,  elected  "messen¬ 
gers"  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Baptist  General  Convention  of  Ok¬ 
lahoma  voted  an  38.450.000  budget,  of 
which  57  percent  will  go  to  the  national 
Southern  Baptist  Cooperative  Prog¬ 
ram.  and  commended  the  University 
of  Oklahoma's  president  and  board  of 
regents  for  actions  opposing 
homosexuality 

Messengers  soundly  defeated  the 
hall  of  fame  propoul.  made  in  a  mo¬ 
tion  by  Hugo  Lindquist  of  Oklahoma 
CUy  and  seconded  by  Joe  L.  Ingram, 
executive  director-treasurer  of  the  Ok¬ 
lahoma  convention 

One  pastor  said  he  opposed  it  on  a 
Scriptural  basis  that  "the  first  shall  be 
last"  and  others  said  the  real  holy  hall 
of  fame  is  in  the  “Lamb's  Book  of  Life" 
(heavenly  roll  of  Christians  i  and  (hat 
it  would  be  slanderous  for  man  to 
setaci  a  hall  of  fame 

Linquist  rose  after  the  defeat  to  de¬ 
clare  that  in  light  of  the  vote  Oklahoma 
Baptist  University  should  no  longer 
award  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  de¬ 
grees.  but' he  did  not  make  his  state¬ 
ment  in  the  form  of  a  motion  and  no 
action  was  taken 

A  university  spokesman  later  said 
OBU  has  awarcled  no  honorary  de¬ 
grees  since  1978 

Messengers  voted  to  instruct  the 
"Baptist  Messenger."  the  conven 
(ion's  weekly  news  publication,  to  re¬ 
print  Abernathy's  presidential  mes 
sage,  which  sp^e  out  for  upholding 
the  inerrancy  and  infallibility  of  the 
Bible  and  d^lared  that  denomina 
tkwial  organizations  must  remain  sub¬ 
servient  to  the  local  church,  the  found 
alion  of  Baptist  strength 


marked  (or  world  mission  caiiMs 
through  the  national  Southern  Bi^mi 
Convention  Cooperative  Progran 
The  amount  to  SBC  causes  is  a  ono-tef 
percent  increase  and  is  the  ascend 
year  of  percentage  increase  after  I6 
years  of  donating  33  J  percent  natiwi- 
ally. 

During  floor  action,  a  motion  was 
defeated  to  oppose  the  Baptet  Sunday 
School  Board’s  recent  deciaian  to  h>- 
cfaide  passages  from  two  transtatioK. 
inclM^  the  King  James  Version,  in 
their  Life  and  Work  series,  after  once 
having  deleted  the  King  James  Ver¬ 
sion  from  that  particular  serica. 

A  motioa  was  defeated  to  include  the 
national  Cooperative  Program  per¬ 
centage  as  a  regular  factor  in  the  de¬ 
termination  of  overage  funds.  That 
means  the  Tennessee  Executive 
Board  will  continue  to  decide  at  its  De¬ 
cember  meeting  how  to  disburse  over¬ 
ages.  The  Tennessee  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  has  received  gifts  beyond  its 
budget  for  IS  of  the  past  17  years.  This 
year  the  overage  is  3481,080. 

Messengers  appointed  a  seven- 
member  committee  to  investigate  the 
causes  of  world  hu'’<eer  and  report  to 
the  1979  convent.'^n  how  Tennessee 
Baptists  can  use  their  resources  to 
help  alleviate  the  problem. 


Maryland 

NEWARK,  Del  (BP)  -  Maryland 
Baptists,  after  three  years  of  deficit 
Tiudgeu,  debated  actions  of  the  state 
mission  board  which  limited  the  1979 
Cooperative  Program  Budget  to  only  a 
38,612  increase  over  the  current 
budget  for  1978.  which  will  experience 
a  projected  four  percent  shortfall. 

In  October,  the  board  had  approved 
the  deletion  of  two  staff  positions,  one 
currently  filled,  and  the  reduction  in 
allocations  to  the  state  paper,  the  Bap¬ 
tist  building  operation  -  maintenance 
expense  and  to  the  agencies  and  in- 
:  ‘itutions  of  the  denomination. 

In  the  opening  session  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  former  Maryland  WMU  Presi¬ 
dent  Frances  Andrews  presented  a 
motion  calling  for  an  increase  of  35,000 
to  the  WMU  budget  internally  to  pre¬ 
serve  a  staff  position  for  adult  promo¬ 
tion.  currently  filled  by  Barbara  El¬ 
der,  who  came  in  June,  1977.  After  de¬ 
bate,  the  Andrews  motion  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  secret  ballot  on  a  vote  of  122 
to  119.  ,n, I  ..rt*  )^n'  I-  >■ 

The  total  budget  for  the  1979  year 
amounU  .la  82.152Jtta,. 

31,454.708  in  receipts  from  MarylAnd 
convention  churches  Maryland  Bap¬ 
tists  will  send  40  percent  of  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  amount  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  C^vention  causes. 

In  a  series  of  resolutions  messengers 
opposed  decriminalization  of 
marijuana,  denounced  (he  Anheuser  - 
Busch  beverage.  Chelsea,  also  known 
as  “Baby  Beer."  opposed  tuitioa  tax 
credits  for  private  and  parochial 
schools,  decried  state  lotteries  in 
Maryland  and  Delaware,  and  took  ac¬ 
tion  urging  response  to  world  hunger 


emotional  statement  by  Kirby  Godaey, 
new  executive  vice  presideqt  of 
Mercer  Untvenity,  Maean,  Qa 

“Yes,  there  are  legal  problems,  but 
the  real  problem  is  alienation,''  God- 
seysaid.  “I  beUeve  that  Baptist  people 
and  Georgia  Baptist  schools  bei^  to¬ 
gether.  We  ne^  to  believe  in  each 
other,  to  hold  each  other  up ...  I  don't 
believe  this  motion  helps  us  to  work 
together  or  to  believe  in  each  other." 

Fewer  than  188  messengers  voted 
for  the  motion  which  had  been  ap¬ 
proved  one  day  earlier  without  debate. 
Powell  did  not  speak  during  the  debate 
on  the  second  day.  He  is  noted  among 
Southern  Baptists  as  editor  of  the  ultra 
-  conservative  publication  launched 
about  five  years  ago  to  ferret  out  al¬ 
leged  Uberalism  in  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Oinventioa. 

In  another  matter  related  to  Baptist 
schools,  the  Geor^  convention  ap¬ 
proved,  vrithout  discussion,  a  report 
from  its  executive  committee  reaf- 
firming  authority  of  trustees  at  each 
school  to  deal  with  such  matters  as 
professors  being  relpiired  to  sign  the 
statement  of  Baptist  Faith  and  Mes¬ 
senger. 

A  messenger  wanted  the  convention 
to  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to 
ordination  of  wonten  and  to  tell  de¬ 
nominational  employees  not  to  take 
part  in  such  orihnatioos.  Six  denomi¬ 
national  employees  participated  in  the 
ordination  of  a  female  Biqitist  chap¬ 
lain  at  Rockmart,  Ga.,  in  1977. 

The  convention  resolutions  commit¬ 
tee  brought  out  a  report  which  reaf¬ 
firmed  ordination  “solely  as  a  local 
church  matter,”  but  urging  that  de¬ 
nominational  employees  “prayerfully 
consider  the  beliefs  of  the  majority  of 
Georgia  Baptists”  before  taking  part 
in  female  o^inations. 

When  that  report  was  presented,  a 
brief  but  spirited  debate  resulted  in  all 
of  it  being  defeated  except  the  section 
reaffirming  that  ordination  is  solely 
for  local  churches  to  decide.  The 
Georgia  convention  took  a  similar  pos¬ 
ition  in  1977. 

The  314  million  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  will  be  divided  so  that  about  45 
percent  goes  to  Georgia  causes  and  45 
percent  to  SBC  causes.  About  10  per¬ 
cent  is  equally  shared  for  joint  Georgia 
and  SBC  promotion  and  administra¬ 
tion  expenses. 

The  Georgia  convention  also 
adopted  resolutions  urging  release  of 
Russian  Baptist  minister  Georgi  Vins 
and  his  son.  Peter,  from  prison,  and 
support  for  the  S^  Ctsiistiaa  Life 
Commission  in  its  efforts  to  improve 
cowlent  programming  on  •elevisMO-') 


Tennessee 

NASHVILLE.  Trap  fBPi  Tra- 
nessee  Baptists  approved  an  311  8 
million  budget,  with  .34  5  percent  ear- 


Florida 

LAKELAND.  Fla.  iBP)  -  Florida 
Baptists  commended  gktgoing  Florida 
Gov.  Reuben  Askew  f#  his  leadership 
in  the  recent  defeat  of  casino  gambiing 
in  the  state. 

They  adopted  an  31.800.(100  budget, 
with  48  percent  —  up  one  percent  from 
last  year  —  ticketed  for  worldwide 
mission  causes  through  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention's  national 
Cooperative  Program 

But  mes.sengers.  overriding  a  mo¬ 
tion  of  objection,  approved  a  recom¬ 
mendation  from  the  state  mission 
board  to  keep  gifts  exceeding  the 
budget  goal  in  (he  state  (or  missions 
and  institutions,  rather  than  sending

Kan  iBPi  -  Messen¬ 
gers  to  the  Kansas-Nebraska  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Southern  Baptists  approved  a 
total  budget  of  31.^.779.  v^ich  in¬ 
cludes  a  convention  Cooperative 
Program  goal  of  3833.888  in  receipts 
from  Kansas  and  Nebraska  Baptist 
churches.  Of  the  state  goal.  21  percent 
is  designated  for  world  mission  causes 
through  the  national  Cooperative 
Program,  an  increase  of  one  percent 
over  last  year. 

The  convention  adopted  resolutions

Louisiana 

BATON  ROUGE.  La.  (BP)  -  The 
Louisiana  Baptist  Convention  named 
the  tax  assessor  of  Catahoula  Parish 
as  president,  voted  a  318  million 
Cooperative  Program  budget  and  took 
a  strong  stand  against  homosexuality. 

It  also  adapted  resolutions  opposing 
immoral  television  programming, 
legalized  gambling,  child  abuse  and 
pornography  and  urged  premarital 
chastity  as  a  means  of  avoiding  the 
need  for  .nhortion. 

Messengers  voted  to  send  33  percent 
of  its  state  Cooperative  Program 
budget  through  the  national  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Cooperative  Prog¬ 
ram  (or  worldwide  mission  causes 

The  homosexuality  resolution, 
sterner  than  one  passed  In  1977.  said. 
“Homosexuality  is  neither  glamorous 
nor  legal  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  must 
therefore  be  viewed  as  a  cancer  eating 
away  at  the  family  structure  as  God's 
holy  institution.  We.  as  a  body,  abhor 
the  very  thought  of  homoaexuality  and 
view  the  practice  as  unnatural.  Mfen- 
sive  and  totally  contrary  to  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  God's  Word." 


Kentucky 

OWENSBORO. Ky  iBPi  — Inezes

the  Kentucky  Baptist  Convention,  the 
convention's  executive  board  au¬ 
thorized  legal  action  designed  tb  re¬ 
move  the  state  Baptist  office  buikthig

The  action  ihd  not  rnpjire  approval 
of  the  Kentucky  Baptist  Convention 
annual  meeting 


The  county  tax  assessor  placed  the 
building  on  the  tax  rolls  several  years 
age  on  grounds  that  it  was  not  a  church 
used  for  regular  worship.  Kentucky 
Baptist  took  no  legal  action  at  that 
tinae,  partly  becausea  print  tbop  was 
operated  in  the  building. 

Hie  executive  board  decided  the 
legal  action  was  appropriate  since 
printing  operatians  discontinued  last 


Messengers  adopted  a  series  of  mild 
reaohitians.  One  supported  the  flow  of 
information  on  world  hunger,  another 
commanded  the  state  racing  commis¬ 
sion  for  disallowing  thoroughbred  rac¬ 
ing  on  Sunday,  and  one  expressed  op- 
positian  to  the  sale  and  use  of  alcoholic 
beverages  in  Kentucky  State  Park. 

The  convention  adopted  a  1979A8 
budget  of  319.7  million,  including  a 
basic  operating  budget  of  31.8  rnlUion, 
a  Bold  Mission  challenge  goal  of  31-2 
million  and  8798,989  in  anticipated  ad- 
ditianal  revenue.  Thirty-five  percent 
of  state  receipts  will  go  to  worldwide 
mission  causes  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Conventioo. 


West  Virginia 

HUNTINGTON,  W.  Va.  (BP)  — 
John  I.  Snedden.  who  pioneered  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  work  in  West  Virginia  and 
was  the  West  Virginia  Convention  of 
Southern  Baptists’  first  executive  sec¬ 
retary,  announced  his  retirement  at 
the  convention's  annual  meeting. 

West  Virginia  Baptists  adopted  a 
bi^et  of  3920.996,  of  whicb  24  percent 
will  go  to  national  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

Snedden  will  retire  Dec.  1. 1979,  two 
months  after  he  turns  86.  He  has  been 
executive  secret^  since  1971  and  was 
director  of  missions  and  evangelism 
for  the  con  vention  for  two  years  before 
that.  He  was  area  missionary  in  Char¬ 
leston.  W.  Va.,  for  the  Southern  Bbptist 
Home  Mission  Board  for  13  years  be¬ 
fore  becoming  missions  directar. 

Resolutions  were  passed  voicing 
dismay  at  the  increase  in  legalized 
gambling  in  states  around  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  at  the  exploitation  of  sex  on 
television  and  in  movies.  Other  resolu¬ 
tions  asked  prayer  for  government 
leaders  and  supported  the  expression 
of  love  through  marriage. 


RALEIGH.  N.  C.  (BP)  —  Writing 
another  chapter  in  the  continuing  saga 
of  Wake  Forest  University,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  voted  1.276  to  I  .MS  to 
approve  a  substitute  motion  to  study 
whether  the  university's  status  should 
be  changed. 

The  current  episode  in  the  years  of 
continuing  debate  over  the  university 
and  its  relationship  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists  develaped  with  a  request  by 
the  university  that  it  be  allowed  to 
elect  its  own  trustees,  possibly  includ¬ 
ing  some  non- Baptists  and  out-of-state 
residents. 

Messengers  also  voted  to  urge  lead¬ 
ership  ef  the  convention  to  continue  to 
address  itself  to  the  matter  of  trustee 
selection  and  urge  Wake  Forest  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  address  itself  to  the  matter  of 
faculty  selection  and  seek  to  bring  ad¬ 
ditional  Christians  to  the  faculty. 

In  other  convention  actions,  voted  a 

316.5  million  budlget.  brought  the  re¬ 
tirement  age  of  its  general  secretary 
in  line  with  federal  retirement 
guidelines,  prohibited  state  conven¬ 
tion  employees  from  serving  on  boards 
of  state  Bapatist  agencies,  and  voted 
resolutions  opposing  additional 
liquor-by-the  drink  outlets  and  con- 
dmning  immoral  TV  programming 
and  urging  support  for  world  hunger 
relief. 

Messengers  ticketed  34.33  percent  of 
the  first  phase  of  the  1379  budget  — 

315.5  million — for  worldwide  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes  through  the 
national  SBC  (Cooperative  Program 
and  50  percent  of  phase  two  —  31  mill¬ 
ion  —  for  SBC  causes. 


Colorado 

DENVER  (BP)  —  The  Colorado 
Baptist  General  Convention  adapted  a 
31 .3  million  budget  that  includes  an  an- 
tk-ipated  3779.801  in  receipts  from  Col¬ 
orado  churches  through  the  state's 
Cooperative  Program  unified  budget, 
with  25.5  percent  of  that  amount  going 
to  worldwide  missions  through  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  na¬ 
tional  Cooperative  Program 
A  resolution  on  tuition  tax  credit  to 
parochial  school's  opposed  It  on 
grounds  of  violation  of  separation  of 
church  and  state. 

It  further  urged  Baptists  to  “exer-v 
rise  responsible  Christian  citizenship 
in  influencing  legislation  "  related  to 
hunger  at  home  and  abroad  and  to  - 
"give  generously"  through  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board's 
work)  hunger  relief  program 
Messengers  also  urged  support  of 
the  human  rights  declaration  passed 
by  (he  SBC  at  its  aniwal  meeting  in 
June  in  Atlanta  and  urged  Congress  to 
incarnate  (he  puMir  interest  stan¬ 
dard  into  any  rewrite  or  new  bill  re¬ 
garding  the  1994  Communicatiana  Act 
as  it  affects  the  broadcasting  industry 


California 

ANAHEIM,  Calif.  (BP)  -  Califor¬ 
nia  Southern  Baptists  dropped  a  con¬ 
stitutional  ctauae  imposing  penalties 
on  churches  aeceptiiE  "alien  immer 
stans”  and  practicing  open  commun¬ 
ion  mid  expressed  dtaapproval  le  leod- 
(  era— including  PraMd^  Jimmy  Car¬ 
rier  —  who  spoke  in  favor  of  CaUtani- 
a’s  Proposition  9  on  homosexual 
rights-  • 

They  voted  4M  to  179  to  drop  the 
ctauae  prohibiting  the  seat^  of  mes¬ 
sengers  at  annual  sessions  from 
chunches  admitting  parsons  with  alien 
immersions  or  which  allow  open 
communion.  The  vote  required  a  two- 
thirds  majority. 

The  resolution  on  homoaexuality,  ' 
one  of  two  passed  on  the  subject,  ex¬ 
pressed  “disapproval  topoliti^  lead¬ 
ers  and  entertainment  personalities 
trho  publicly  encouraged  people  to 
vote  against  Profiosition  9,”  an  issne 
defeated  by  California  voters  which 
would  have  made  It  easier  to  fire 
homosexual  school  teachers  who 
openly  advocate  their  lifestyle. 

The  resolution  specifically  cited 
President  Carter,  California  Gov. 
Jetry  Brown,  former  California  Gov. 
Ranald  Reagan  and  TV  star  Ed  Asner. 

Meamrhile.  a  second  resolution  af¬ 
firmed  opposition  to  any  taw  srhich 
might  be  proposed  to  m^e  homosex¬ 
uals  a  legal  minority  under  the  Fair 
Employment  Act  of  California,  but 
urged  that  Christians  "continue  to  love 
the  individual  homosexuals  and  at¬ 
tempt  to  point  them  to  Christ  as  Lord 
as  we  continue  to  deplore  the  sin  of 
homosexuality.”  It  further  affirmed 
“our  opposition  to  any  taws  that  gvie 
special  privileges  to  homosexuals  that 
Merosexual  adulterers  do  not  have.”

Indiana 

EVANSVILLE,  Ind.  ( BP )  —  Indiana 
Baptists,  celebrating  their  29th  year  as 
a  convention,  underlined  1979asayear 
of  evangelism  in  Indiana  and  six  other 
North  Central  states  and  urged  con¬ 
sideration  of  their  state  as  a  possible 
site  for  a  seventh  Southern  Baptist 
seminary. 

The  convention,  part  of  the  North 
Ontral  Missions  TTuust  which  seeks 
to  double  churches  in  the  seven  states 
by  I9M,  emphasized  evangelistic 
growth  and  accepted  an  offer  of  assis¬ 
tance  from  Southern  Baptists  in  Ar¬ 
kansas. 

Charles  Ashcraft,  executive  secret¬ 
ary  of  the  Arkansas  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  told  Indiana  messengers  that  Ar¬ 
kansas  voted  to  join  irith  Indiana  in  its 
year-long  emphasis  in  1979  to 
evangelize  and  congregationalize  its 
state. 

He  said  Arkansas  churches  have  ex¬ 
pressed  willingness  to  send  as  many  as 
150  pastors  to  assist  in  revivals  during 
a  simultaneous  crusade  set  (or  April 
1-8, 1979.  Goals  call  for  starting  more 
than  180  new  mission  paints  in  Indiana. 

The  seminary  action  grew  out  of  a 
study  underway  by  (he  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  determine  the  feasibil¬ 
ity  of  beginning  an  SBC  seminary  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  nation.  The 
study  was  requested  by  the  SBC  in  an¬ 
nual  session  in  June.  The  Illinois  Bap¬ 
tist  Omvention  hat  already  suggested 
Chicago  as  the  site  for  a  new  seminary 

In  other  action.  Indiana  Baptists 
voted  a  record  budget  of  31.429.891.  of 
which  3972.580  will  come  through 
Cooperative  Program  contributions  of 
Indiana  churches.  ITiirty-one  percent 
of  the  Cooperative  Program  figure  will 
go  to  SBC  worldwide  mission  causes. 

In  a  series  of  resohitians,  Indiana 
Baptists  opposed  parimutuel  gambl¬ 
ing,  sex  and  violence  on  television, 
pornography,  and  homosexuality  and 
commended  the  SBC  Christian  Ufe 
Commission  for  its  stand  on  moral  is¬ 
sues

of  the  original  manuaoipts,  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  a  personal  Devil  and  literal 
Hell,  the  actual  existence  of  a 
priipeval  couple  named  Adam  and 
Evp,  the  literal  occurrence  of  the 
miracles  as  recorded  in  the  Bible,  the 
virgin  birth  and  bodily  resurrection, 
and  personal  return  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.” 

The  convention’s  resolutiow  com¬ 
mittee  attempted  to  refer  the  matter  to 
the  various  boards  of  trustees,  point¬ 
ing  out  that  the  resolution  violated  the 
convention’s  constitution  and 
smacked  of  credalism. 

However,  the  messengers  refused. 
Moseley  declared  the  re^ution  only
